In December, 1960, SSFC commenced operating 
independently for the purpose of promoting. open occupancy legisla= 
tion as well as working for the betterment of democratic rights of 
all peoples with emphasis on the Negro race inasmuch as “their 
rights are most often violated". The SSFC comprises a small 
membership ‘among ' ‘whom are several Communist Party (CP) of IIlinois 
members.

A second source advised on July 17, 1958, that at a 
working conference of the CJDC held on June 8, 1958,at Chicago, 
Illinois, the name of the CJDC was changed to the Chicago 
Committee to Defend Democratic Rights (CCDDR). The purpose of 
the CCDDR, according to its "Statement of Principles and 
Organization" was to "...defend and extend the human rights 
embodied in the Bill of Rights...and to put an end to the 
political and racial PEXSOCaUAONE which threaten American 
democracy today.” 


The second source further advised on May 18, 1960, 
that as of May, 1960, the CCDDR continues to function within 
the framework of its stated principles. and that in accordance 
with its "Statement of Principles and Organization" had a number 


of "Working Committees" which included the Chicago Smith Act 


Families Committee, South Side Freedom Committee, and Taft-— 
Hartley Working Committee. The source further stated that as 
of May, 1960, RICHARD CRILEY was serving as the Executive 
Secretary of the CCDDR.

the CCDDR continued to operate until October 26, 1960, when the 
Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights (CCDBR) was formed 
and the offices and assets of what was formerly the CCDDR were 
taken over by the CCDBR.

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WASHINGTON PARK FORUM, Also Known 
as Washington Park Open Forum _ 


A source advised on June 11, 1954, that the Washington 
Park Forym (WPF) started in the 1930s as a spontaneous group of 
unemployed persons interested in discussing current events. In 
the late 1930s, the Communist Party (CP) penetrated and took 
over the WPF. From 1936 tc 1940, the CP penetration was so great 
that it secured and mazintained control of the WPF at that time. 


A second source advised in May, 1957, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, Chairman of the Illimois-Indiana CP, had advised CP 
leaders that the CP in Illinois must make a concerted effort 
to regain control of the WPF, which recently had been “taken over 
by Trotskyites”. 


A third source advised on May 15, 1962, that the CP 
is currently active in the WPF, using it as a platform to implement 
its program, however, there is no clear-cut control of the WPF 
by the CP or any organization. The Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
in the past had used the WPF to implement its program; however, in 
recent months there has been little or no apparent SWP interest and/ 
or activity in the WPF. 


The CP, USA and the SWP have been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.

On July 8, 1964, a source advised that the Modern 
Book Store is presently located at 56 East Chicago Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, and is operated by LOU DISKIN, a current 
member of the District Board, Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 


The Modern Book Store today is the direct line 
successor to the original Workers Book Store, 23 South 
Lincoln Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, established by the CP in 
the 1920's ostensibly under the ownership of SAM HAMMERS MARK ,- 
a charter member of the CP. 


The aim and purpose of the Modern Book Store is to 
act as a receiver and purveyor for Marxist-Leninist literature 
as well as publications of the CP, USA. 


While from its origin and through the present time 
the Modern Book Store has been publicly announced as privately 
owned and operated, it is covertly controlled by the CP, ~ 
The CP subsidizes the Modern Bock Store from time to time, 
purchases literature through this outlet and makes up — _ 
financial losses sustained therewith. The CP utilizes the Modern 
Book Store as a working point for CP of Illinois functionaries 
im regard to organizational and educational activities.

reflect that on March 18, 1964, New Day Books, Inc., 56 East 
Chicago Avenue, Chicago, was incorporated in the State of 
Illinois. Its listed registered agent was LOUIS ‘DISKIN.

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AFRICAN AMERICAN HERITAGE ASSOCIATION,

A source advised on May 11, 1964, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306° East 
43rd Street, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro-American 
Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was founded by ~ 
ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the State of Illinois 
as a non=profit organization. It was founded ostensibly for the ~~ 
purpose of teaching African history and culture to American Negroes. 


It is represented by both communist and non-communist members, and 


reflects CP policy on some. issues and opposes CP policy on others; 
for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American as a 8 
reference term to the American Negro and rejects aspects of nation= 
alism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA program. .FLORY is 
a member of the Negro Commission, CP of Illinois, and theoretically 
under the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in. AAHA 
and controls policy and decisions in AAHA. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Illinois, in May, 1964, 
indicated that AAHA has tremendous potential; that there has been 
no "“red=baiting" in its program or its membership; that the CP 
should organize a concentrated drive to make AAHA a mass organiza- 
tion and try to build a core so that it could expand its facilities. 
He proposed a goal of $10,000 combined with a membership drive to 
begin in the fall of 1964. FLORY concurred with LIGHTFOOT and 
believed that with the support of the CP, AAHA could play an 
outstanding role. 


A second source advised on May 11, 1964, that in 1962, 
-the south side area of the CP of Illinois worked with FLORY to 
organize AAHA chapters under the leadership of CP members... The 
aims of this program included the reactivation of ex=-CP members 
and recruiting of new CP. ‘members - The program was-shortlived 
and became defunct in 1963. However, the CP has currently been 
using AAHA headquarters for CP meetings. Many south side CP- 
a members are members of AAHA and are active in AAHA affairs. South 
‘Side CP groups have been working closely with AAHA, especially on
